1912, .the re- 
port said, and makes -'Indiana the 
twelfth richest state in the nation., 
Per capita wealth in the state has 
increased three percent in .the past 
ten years, the variance in figures jbe- 
ing due to the growing population. 


"With price inflation eliminated, 


the total 'wealth, of -Indiana increas- 
ed only sr\ percent during the de- 
c.ide." the report stated. "'This in- 
crease was considerably less than 
that of the Unitedx' States as 
a 


whole, and \ei\ much less than that 
of Ohio and Michigan On the other 
hand, it contracts with an actual 
decrease in the state of Illinois. 


In conclusion, Dr. Eddie said "in. 


general, Indiana's giowth is close to, 
the average of the -United States as* 
a whole. She has made^progiess^but 
not -'as much progiessjas some of 
the neighboring- 'states,- bnt^atj^tbe, 
same time she has not fallen be- 
hind. She has taken a place -between 
the "extremes. "
